Conjectures wareasonably about what was in note and claims he initially connected it 
with Jinmiy George Robinson over an investigation that was of June and not November 1963. 
Now calls this "stupid" efter being told date of Hopinsin matter. 

Says of LHO file that it vas in chief clerk's office with a just received FBIHQ 
LEM of & 11/18 or 19. Took all to Shahklin. Clains that recent as the Oswald visit and note 
were, a couple of days, even after he heard Yswald was arrested "it did not enter my 
mind at that time" to vecall the visit and note and it is alleged threat. 

Repeats in 1975 that LHO only TSBD employee missing which he had to know wasn't true. 

Says that beginning about 4:15 pem. he stayed at police HQ and reviewed LHO's notebook.

Called pack to FO where he says Shanklin and Howe had his workbox and tne note in it
